If the United States again wants 
to make a wheat deal with the 
Soviet Union, who will represent 
the consumer’8 side in govern­

If the dairy interests again pres­ 
sure the White House and Con­ 
gress for milk price hikes, who 
will spell out the impact on family 
food bills and the diet of children? 
These are but two cases in 
recent political history where the 


consumer lost out in high political 
decisionmaking. 
Congress has the opportunity 
now to create a Consumer Protec­ 
tion Agency to ensure that con­ 
sumers are better represented be­ 
fore 
federal 
departments and 
agencies. The House has already 
voted in favor of the CPA. The 
White House’s consumer adviser, 
Virginia Knauer, backs the pro­ 
posed agency. 
The stumbling block’ is in the 
Senate. A majority of senators

want to vote for the measure. But 
they first must break a filibuster 
mounted by opponents of the pro­ 
posed agency. We hope a sched­ 
uled attempt to silence the filibus­ 
ter in the Senate today succeeds. 
Besides representing the con­ 
sumer before various federal bod­ 
ies in informal and formal ses­ 
sions, the CPA would carry out 
product research and publicize 
consumer complaints. The agency 
would not itself have direct sub­ 
poena or prosecutorial powers; it 
would have to rely on other gov­ 
ernment agencies for such steps. 


These restrictions unfortunately 
would reduce the powers of the 
CPA, but on the other hand would 
minimize any misuse 
of 
the 
agency. 


There is of course no virtue in 
expanding the federal bureau­ 
cracy for mere expansion’s sake 
— though the expected 250 staff 
members of the proposed nonreg- 
ulatory agency would not visibly 
swell Washington’s bureaucratic 
ranks. The test of the need for the 
CPA must lie in honestly asking 
whether the consumer needs a 
more expert defense of his inter­ 
ests made in the halls of govern­ 
ment.

Environmental 
Protection 
Agency is relevant. It was not 
enough to leave the defense of the 
environment in the hands of Sierra 
Clubs and Friends of the Wilder­ 
ness groups. An EPA had to be 
created. 


So it is not enough to leave the 
consumer’s cause in the hands of 
the Naders or Banhofs, despite 
these consumerists’ successes. 


A few major businesses such as 
Montgomery Ward, Zenith, and 
Motorola have come out in favor of 
the proposed consumer agency. 
They can see that their own pros­ 
pects are wedded to consumer 
confidence. 


indeed, it is in the shoring up of 
consumer confidence in industries 
opposing the CPA that a strong 
case can also be made for ending 
the Senate filibuster and voting for 
the agency.

There appears to be a great 
deal of misunderstanding over 
the financial crisis facing many

1.127 school districts 
across Texas. 
In short, many of those school 
districts are finding it almost 
impossible 
to 
balance 
their 
budgets Unlike an individual, 
schools m ay not “ borrow 
funds based on expectations of 
incoming funds the next year. 
Now with Governor Dolph 
Briscoe’s decision not to call a 
sp ecial 
session 
of 
the 
le g is la tu r e 
for em erg en cy 
school 
funding, 
schools 
are 
backed up against the ledge of 
financial disaster 
Why 
are the 
schools 
in 
trouble, many ask And, whose 
fault is it and what can be done 
to cure it, they continue. 
The trouble lies within the 
method by which schools are 
funded. There are two major 
sources of funds: state funds 
and local funds. 
When the present education 
financing system was set up a 
quarter century ago, the state 
paid 80 percent and the local 
school district 20 percent of the 
school costs. 
But today that is not the case 
because school districts must 
spend their local funds to build 
and 
furnish 
buildings. 
State 
funds can go only for teacher 
salaries, transportation and the 
like. 
The rub has been caused by 
the horrendous inflation that 
has mainly increased the price 
of things for which the local 
districts must pay. 
These things include m ain­ 
tenance of buildings, gasoline 
(the price has doubled in less 
than two years), soaring utility 
ra te s , additional in su ran ce 
coverages (more liability and 
b ette r 
w o rk m a n 's 
c o m ­ 
pensation 
c o v e ra g es ), 
and 
many, many more. 
The net result is that the local 
school districts’ share of paying 
for education of our youth is up 
to 48 p erc en t-m o re than double 
what that share originally was. 
What are the alternatives? 
The state, with more than $500 
million surplus in the treasury, 
could step in and grant schools 
m o re funds. But G overnor 
B riscoe h as ab d icated that 
responsibility 
to 
the 
local 


residents across Texas 
That leaves only one course of 
action: the school district must 
turn to the local tax base and 
raise the rates of local taxes. 
I assure you it is happening 
and is more likely than ever, in 
light of the Governor’s decision, 
that this new “ Briscoe Tax” 
will be paid by you, the citizens 
and taxpayers. 
One sidelight to this tragedy 
is the Governor’s 
campaign 
rhetoric that he kept his 1972 
promise of “ no new taxes.” 
R ealistically , 
it w as the 
m e m b e rs 
of 
the 
63rd 
Legislature that did not pass a 
new tax bill, not the Governor. 
We, 
in 
the 
H ouse 
of 
R e p re se n ta tiv e s 
and 
the 
Senate, were responsible for no 
new state taxes. 
If even one school district 
raises its local property taxes to 
help their school doors stay 
open—while the Governor sits 
by and does nothing—I think the 
resp onsibility an d justified 
b la m e should be only the 
Governor’s. And not that of your 
representatives in Austin.

A nurse at Georgetown hospital Cheryl 
Schneider said, “I think it would have been 
bad for him to be impeached, because it 
would have been bad for the country.” 
Georgetown residents reacted to the first 
resignation of a United States President in 
the 198 year history of the country, as did 
citizens across the country. 
Many Georgetown citizens seem ed 
saddened. Others said the resignation w'as 
an escape for Nixon. As many as 20 people 
questioned about their reaction to the 
resignation by two SUN staff reporters 
Friday morning, said they had no comment 
to make. Three persons said they had not 
watched television Thursday night and 
were unaware of the resignation.
